NEBRASKA’S ANTI-CIGARETTE 
LAW. 


An act to prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of cigarettes and what is known as ciga- 
rette-paper, and to provide a penalty for its 
violation. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the 
State of Nebraska : 


SECTION I. That it shall be unlawful on 
and after the date this act shall go into effect 
to manufacture, sell, or give away any ciga- 
rettes, or the material for their composition 
known as Cigarette-paper, within the State of 
Nebraska. 

SECTION 2. That any person, firm, asso- 
ciation, or corporation in this state violating 
the provisions of this act he or they shail be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon con- 
viction thereof be fined for each and every such 
offense a sum not less than $50.00. nor more 
than $100.00, at the discretion of the Court, 
together with costs of prosecution. 

SECTION 3. Any officer, director, or man- 
ager having in charge or control, either sepa- 
rately or jointly with others, the business of 
any corporation, which corporation violates the 
provisions of this act, if he have knowledge of 
the same, shall be guilty and subject to the 
penalty herein provided.
